Coroner Elston viewed the bodv last nig ht. 
A num ber of letters, addressed to the g irl’s 
relatives and evidently w ritten just before she 
took the poison, were found upon the g irl s 
washstand. The name Jessie Kirk was assumed, 
her real name being Jessie E. Brown.

T H E SU B U R B A N ROADS. 


H o w th e Im p r o ve m e n t o f S o m e o f T h e m 
M a y B e A c c o m p lish e d . 
“T here is one way o f securing fhe needed 
improvement of the roads immediately out­ 
side of Kansas City th at has not y et been 
sug g ested,” said a g entlem an this morning . 
“That is to ex tend the city lim its to Brush 
creek and the Blue. It m ust be done some day 
and would be of more advantag e to the city 
now than at a later date, because it would en­ 
able us to make respectable roads bey ond the 
populous districts. 
“At the nex t g eneral election.” continued the 
speaker, “the county can, by a m ajority vote, se­ 
cure tho rig ht to org anize by townships. 
This 
once secured, Kaw, W estport and Blue tow n­ 
s h ip s could org anize and attend to the special 
improvements they desire, to suit themselves. 
Tuey could create a debt for road purposes and 
ex pend the am ount thus realized in making the 
suburban roads of Kansas City w’liat they oug ht 
to be. 
“The city stands in a peculiar position with 
reference to the county ’s finances. 
In the tax 
industry it seems to be a wh desale producer 
and a retail consumer. 
I t ’s medicine is pre­ 
scribed in allopathic doses, but the prescription 
is tilled by a homeopath. 
“Rang e three, of Jackson county , including 
Kaw, Biue and part of Brooking townships, pay s 
f o u r - ti;th s of all the real estate and personal 
tax es in the county . 
Of this fraction, Kansas 
City 
pay s 
eleven-twelfths, 
the 
rest 
of 
the 
rang e 
pay ing 
one-twelfth. 
Besides 
this 
Kansas 
City 
pa vs 
an 
immense 
liq uor 
tax 
and 
a 
commercial 
tax 
th a t 
is no small consideration. For all this what 
does she g et? She is oblig ed to pay for her own 
roadway s and bridg es and lias no especial atten­ 
tion in the m atter of suburban roads. 
“Kansas City does not pay the. county tax of 
5 cents on the hundred dollars collected for 
road purposes but the 10 cents for bridg e p ur­ 
poses is not rem itted. Foreaoh $ 100 worth of 
city property , as estim ated by the assessors, 10 
cents is paid for constructing bridg es outside of 
the city . Yet, it Kansas city wants a bridg e w ith­ 
in her lim its, she is told by the county court 
th at she m ust pay for it herself.” 
E a st N ig h t's C o u n cil M eetin g . 
O nly eleven m em bers were p rese nt at the 
city council meeting last nig ht, but they worked 
with a vim notw ithstanding th a t it w-as the 
warmest nig ht of the y ear. Parker & Parker’s 
proposition reg arding the island four miles east 
of town which the board of health had selected 
as a pest house was referred to the finance com­ 
m ittee. The council found, upon ex amination, 
that Parker cfc Parker were only acting as ag ents 
for persons wrhose names were not mentioned 
and that their interest only consisted of a y ear’s 
lease.

St. L ouis , Mo., 
J uly 2 9 .—J uly IS , 
Annie Abbott, a y oung woman who came to this 
city as the wife of Thomas Abbott about July 1, 
died and was buried the following day . The 
couple w’ere poor and claimed to have been m ar­ 
ried about five m onths before, ag ainst the con­ 
sent of Abbott's parents, who had disinherited 
him. Their story w'as th a t the husband was tho 
son of w’ealthy parents in Toronto, Canada, aud 
his wife w’as poor and lived about six miles 
from Toronto. Abbott claimed he was a M eth­ 
odist preacher, but had learned the trade of 
silver-plating before study ing for the m inistry , 
and on the streng th of his knowledg e of silver- 
plating he obtained em ploy m ent of M. D. Deg g e 
& Co., 113 South Eig hth street, and Deg g e be­ 
friended him and advanced him money to defray 
his ex penses and also secured lodg ing s for the 
couple at 713 North Jefferson avenue. A few 
day s after securing em ploy m ent Mrs. Abbott 
fell sick and became worse until she died. 
Abbott disappeared the nex t day . 
He sent 
two letters to Deg g e, his employ er, one from 
himself, stating he was lieartbr )ken over the 
death of his wife and that his body would be 
found in the river, and the other purporting to 
be from Mrs. Abbott to her husband, in which 
she stated that she was a burden to him and 
th at she had purchased some arsenic and in­ 
tended to take it for his sake. 
D uring her ill­

The attention of a prom inent railroad man in 
this city was called to these reports this m orn­ 
ing by a reporter. 
“I have no official inform ation of the orders 
y ou speak of.” he said; “but it would not at all 
surprise me if they were as reported. It is un­ 
deniable th a t the traffic this y var will be sm aller 
than was ex pected.

“1 fancy ho had a poor 
opinion of my w ork,” said the younger novelist, 
“b ut no matter. 
1 half made up my mind more 
than once, to go ov'cr and tell him what 1 
felt and what weaIloAvo<l him. 
Uut it w oull 
not have b een understood. 
You can (lo Huch 
things in America; we can’t here—worse luck!” 
It m ust b o adm itted that he could not tolerate 
any com parison b etween him self—much loss 
Dickens or I ’iiackeray—and (» eorge illiot, and 
that lie invariab ly oontexted her rigiit to even 
the third or fourth place among 
rr>mance 
w riters; b ut his diwlike wa» jnim anly owing to 
what he considered her sy.Htematic violatioa of 
the laws of fiction. 
He in.sÍHted that whoever 
had a tale to tell should tell it with straight­ 
forw ard directness, and with strict avoiilance 
of didactic digressitni. 
He held the jiurel}' nar­ 
rative faculty iu such favor that he was inclinod 
to overrate many who had no other possession 
to b oast of. 
In his estimation Wilkie Collins was w ithout 
a rival as a wravor of ])lots, and his voice was 
loud in laudation of Bulwer’s constructive in­ 
genuity.

First, the woman slavery and 
second the gamb ling hells. 
Under the stars 
and stripes a slavery worse than that which 
hehl tho southern negroes exists in San Fran­ 
cisco. 
Nor is it unknown to the authoritie.s. 
Women, even 
girls of 
tenderest 
age, are 
Itrought from China, b ought as slaves, held as 
slaves, guarded as slaves and sold for immoral 
purj) 0.ses as slaves. 
Walking along the streets, 
one sees them looking out of littlo gratiid 
windows, the victims of m an's lust and ava­ 
rice. 
Visiting the mission of tlie Methodist 
Episcopal chnrch, on SunduA*, we saw at the 
services nineteen women and girls who had 
b een rescued from this slavery, and are shel­ 
tered, educated, and christianized b y the m is­ 
sionary and his assistants. 
As we passed 
through a narrow street our guide called at- 
tentitui to men standing guard 
These were 
sentinels watching at the doors of gam b ling 
dens, ready to give warning at the m oment of 
danger. 
The doors are iron-clad, and on in ­ 
specting several we discovered the m arks of the 
sledge-ham mer, where on previous occasions 
the police had b roken in. 
In one square, on 
the riglit and on the left, thei*e m ust have Ixien 
two dozen such places, and perhaps as many 
pitiful women slaves peering out of their little 
grated windows. 
These things are all known 
to the authorities. 
Their openness more than 
justifies the re]>ort that hush money is paid to 
t)ie police. 
One cannot b ut conclude that the 
Chinese aro an unde.^iiraiile population, not 
merely, as the average ('alifornian will tell you, 
b ecause he works more cheaply than tho Amer­ 
ican, sends his money out of the country and 
b rings leprosy in, b ut, m ore than all, he is a 
moral leper, corrupt and corrupting, and no 
community can harb or him and daily see and 
tolerate his vii>ea w ithout contagion.

—'Why L.ady Archi« Campbell Was 
No t Pho to graplied in Tights.

L o ndo n, J uly 29 .—Patti’s failure to 
appear in “F aust” 1b still the talk. The capri­ 
cious prim a donna announced at 7 o’clock that 
Bhe « lid not intend to sing. There was no tim e to 
let any one know, and scarcely tim e to get the 
“Carmen" com pany together and the dresses and 
properties out. The m anagem ent did its best. 
Offering the public "Carmen" for nothing and 
prom ising to return them the m oney they had 
paid to hear P atti, this morning. B ut the en­ 
trance to her Slajesty’s was a sight w orth see- 
iog, blocks of fashionahle people standing about 
on the stairw ay In every stage of anger and d is­ 
appointm ent, uncertain w hether to go away or 
not. And yot there are people who go on saying 
tha t P atti woxild not sing because no tickets had 
been sold. 
The Duchess of Connaught came 
rather late, and sot a good exam ple by taking 
her place in her box, though nearly all the 
other boxes were em pty. 
She was dressed In 
her alm ost—invariable evening color, pale sal­ 
mon pink. It is certain she never looks so well 
as at night and In the m ost delicate shades of 
color.

xna<xe lately to improve thin:rs, at all events so 
far as api)‘!ar<inces go. Some little tim e since 
a kind of fashion for divoi'ce showed signs of 
developm ent; this of course m eant taking the 
uenoral i>ui» Iic into the confidence of the upper 
c ru it of society by means of the newspapers. 
%Vhen these interestiiic: revelations began,, they 
vrero found to be more fascinating than Zola’s 
novels, more excitinc than the 
Po Uco . News. 
The upper cruat of society seemed, according to 
the statem ents that appeared in print, to live 
innch as we im acine South Sea Islanders to do. 
B ut ju st as the fashion for divorce was getting 
well hold of people, and the newspapers were 
reckoninir on a vast increase of circulation per- 
m ar.entlv, the m ost im portant personasre in so­ 
ciety felt it necessary to put a stop to such rash 
proceediniis. The Prince of Wales h^s adopted

And that bill rem ains filed to this day I be­ 
lieve, in charere of the public register, though 
Lord and Lady de Grey have been to Spain to ­ 
gether since then and assiduously appeared in 
public in company. The last person to whom 
the royal peace-m.iker and scandal-suppressor 
has appealed is Lord Brook. Threo m onths ago 
ber ladyship stood on the verae of a pretty deep 
precipice, and was al)out to become a public 
character, com mented on by the press and the 
people as if she were a m usic hall singer or 
som ething of tha t sort. However, she has been 
saved; and all because "it looks so bad.” Tilings 
niu.'^t be hushed up again, as they used to be so 
tha t the common people may once more im aslno 
tha« : great lords and ladies are of necessity and 
by a law of nature, respectable, whereas in 
fact one sits next Carmens continually in high 
platees.

bnt do they over think of tho?e wno cannot 
spare the time or the money to take their chil­ 
dren even to the parks? 
There are lmndro<ls 
of i;ay rompers at Wankeslia, Geneva lake, and 
other resorts in the NorthweHt recuperating 
from a hard pull in school or recovering from 
the effects of being housed during the winter 
and spring. 
They have suitable clothes and 
the highest priviroges as to romijinf' in the pure 
air, and tliey are told on every hantl that this is 
better than medicine. If this course of treat­ 
ment is better than medicino for those who are 
not in poor health, what would it be worth to 
iliose little ones, who, being sick, are denied 
pure air and who have no medicine? 
VN'hen the doctor comes to the family of mod­ 
erate circumstances, living wliolesoniely if not 
comfortably in a house well located and well 
ventilated, and announces that the life of the 
baby is in danger if it is uot removed from tlio 
city, how quickly are sacrifices made to carry 
out the doctor’s ü irections. 
The familv would 
rather lose ita home than lose its baby, aud, 
happen what may, the baby goes to the coun­ 
try. 
But there are thousands of families, who love 
tlieir liabioH as much as do the families on the 
avenues, who cannot comply with the directions 
of the pliysician or follow the course dictatijd 
by their own anxiety and fears. 
If it is terrible 
for tlie mother to cai-ry her babv to the coxtntry 
yritli the doctor's words ringing in her ears,what 
mu8t be the feeling of the mother who hears 
tlie same words and has no avonue of escape? 
If her baby is not given moro of pure air it ^vill 
tlio. and yet without assistance she cannot givo 
it wbat would be bettor than medicine. 
It may not bo easy for those who go to and 
frora the parks to understand why any one in 
Chicago is denied tlie privilege that costs so lit­ 
tle. But thei'e are thousands who cannot avail 
themselves of this privilege, and the misery of 
it is that their children are the ones that most 
nee<l what is supposed to be free to alL

RATS IN A PIT. 


Do gs That Are Kx perts in Killing Squeal­ 
ing Ro dents. 
From the Ix>ui8ville Commercial. 
Jim Mershon last night inaugurated a sport 
tliat promises to be entertaining, amusing and 
beneficial. 
It was nothing more nor less than a 
rat-catching match. 
For the past throe or four 
days Mershon has had traps set everywhere, 
and something over 200 rats wero caught. 
Eight o’clock was the time fixed for the sport 
to begin. 
Down in a damp cellar a pit had been 
hastily Gonstructed. 
It was about six by nine 
feet in size and two feet high. 
A gas jet over 
the center of it furnished the light 
Around 
the wall wero great cages of rats, young and old 
ones, vicious and friglat.ened rats, all mingled 
together crawling over and over each other, 
their long tails overlapping three or four of 
their mates, and protruding out through the 
wires. 
Anj one cage of rats would have scared 
the ordinary female into spasms, but the old rat- 
fighters handled them like they would a cage of 
pet canaries. 
The iirst match took place with a dog called 
“Bill,” belonging to Ciern Spatmier. 
‘‘Bill” is a 
white dog with Mack spots, and is 13 years old, 
but he proved himself to be a ratter frora away 
back. 
“Bill” had no teeth in the left jaw, but 
this did not worry him a particle. 
On trial he 
was given three ruts as starter. 
W'hile the rats 
were being dumped from the cage into the pit. 
•‘Bill” was crazy to get at them. 
“Let him go,” said the nitter, when the rats 
had been dumped. 
“Bill” was released, and 
with one bound lie was into the pit. 
Three 
jumps, three snaps aud three skakes and three 
large rats lay dead at the feet of the old rat­ 
catcher, the time consumed in killing them 
off being less than the time it takes to relate 
it 
’Kienc ame a little yellow dog, a little shaggy- 
haired pet that had probably never seen a rat 
before. 
Two vicious rats wwe j)laced in tlie 
jnt, and the little cur was lifted in after them. 
As soon as ho saw the rate he sat up on his 
haunches in the middle of the pit and seemed to 
be begging somebody to deliver him from the 
animals. 
Seeing that the dog would not botlier 
them, the rats made light upon him. 
I'hey 
jumped and snapped at him, crawled all over 
his back, but the little “yaller” would not as 
much as show his teeth. 
“Bill” was called for 
and in two seconds the rata were numbered 
among the dead. 
“Bill” was then pitted against five rats. They 
proved a picnic for him, and none of them 
showed tight 
Three rats were then pitted for a dark brin- 
dle that seemed anxious ti^ get at the rats as 
long as they were caged. 
W'hen placed in the 
pit, iiowover, he proved a coward, for the very 
first dash he made he was bitten in the cheek, 
and that settled him. 
He had enough rat, and 
with a bound he jumped frora the pit “Bill” 
was turned loose again, and he made short work 
of the trio. 
“Bill’s” owner then expressed a belief that 
“Bill” could kill ten rats and not half try. 
Ten 
big fellows were then pitted, and “Bill” was 
turned loose among them. 
Then there was a 
scampering. 
Bats flew in every diroction as 
long ae they could. 
At almost every snap “Bill” 
got a victim, until at last ono vicious rascal 
turned and sunk his teeth into “Bill’s” nose and 
clung on with all his m ight 
“Bill” tried to 
sliake him off, but the rat wouldn't be shaken. 
To get rid of him “Bill” lowered his head, 
planted both paws on the rat aud tore him off. 
The rat scampered to a corner of the pit, and 
“Bill” proceeded to finish the others. Nine of 
them were soon dispatched, but the one that 
had taken such a liking to “Bill's” nose still 
lived, and “Bill” seemed inclined to have noth­ 
ing mrri’e to do with him. 
But the rat meant 
figiit to the death, and made a spring at “Bili”. 
The latter stepped aside, and with a quick Hank 
movement grabbed the rat by the back of the 
neck, shook the life out of hiin and then flung 
him clear out of the pit 
At this stage of the game Gus Stonson came 
down into tlie cellar with a sure enough ratter. 
The dog was part bull and had a weakness for 
rats. 
Seventeen rats wei’e placed in the pit at 
one time for him, and it took just ono minute 
aud thirty-four seconds to'kill them all off. 
It 
was a rattling match for awhile, but the dog 
was too quick for the rats. 
Every time ho 
jumped and snapped lie nailed a rat, and not 
one of the seventeen got in a bite on him. 
He 
could easily have killed twico the number had 
they been in the pit 
This ended the sport for 
the evening. 


GAMBLERS’ FATE. 


AT SARATOGA. 


A r^ai'ge Number o f N« \v Ho uses—Go ssip 
Abo ut ill© ]lo t<*lM. 
Saratoga is at least half a month ahead this 
year of what it was a year ago, says a letter to 
the Albany Jo 
Every year sees new and 
expensive buildings erected for permanent and 
for summer residences by wealthy gentlemen 
from cities along the Hudson river, and every 
year witnesses an increased number of foreign­ 
ers at the hotels and cottages. 
In olden times 
the southern and the Cuban elements were the 
most noticeable for wealth and magnificence at 
Saratoga. More southern people and more for­ 
eigners have been coming in the past few years, 
aud this year their number will bo noticeably 
large. 
Every year the hotel proprietors make new 
rules concerning the hotels. 
They are becom­ 
ing more strict in excluding strangers from the 
piazza concert and lawn parties, and I am told 
that the United States hotel has decided not to 
have any more conventions in its commodious 
apartments, as many of its guests object to the 
crowds A vh ic h conventions bring. 
The Grand 
Union has been abandoned by ail Hebrew fam­ 
ilies since Judge Hilton’s famous order exclud­ 
ing them, and that order has much to do with 
the unpopularity of the judge. Those who know 
Judge Hilton intimately speak well of him and 
of his hospitality. 
It has been the misfortune 
of the judge that he has never sought the favor 
of the newspapers, and this no doubt has led to 
the unpopularity which seems to suri'ound him 
and which, by tlie way, m.ay do him much harm 
if he is drawn into protracted litigation, as he 
bids fair to bo. 
No man can afford to court un­ 
popularity, no matter what his stution in life 
may be. 
Judge Hilton was made a man of V oalth and 
social position by his fortunate alliance with A. 
T. Stewart 
One of the friends of tlft' late mil­ 
lionaire dry goods king said the other day tiiat 
Stewart had “two blind sides,” .and that Hilton 
got on one of them aud that Stewart’s architect 
got on the other. 
Stewart was never able to see 
faults in either of these men, and he lifted them 
up into positions of ailluence and power at his 
own expense. 
Mr, St<*wart’s friendship with Judge Hilton 
was very intimate, and out of this intimacy 
grow an attachment that lasted until the deatfi 
of the niillionairo. 
Hiltou had been employed 
as an attorney by Stewart in a number of cases, 
and fiiiidly it was arranged by Stewart and his 
partners that all the legal* cases that arose in 
their extensive business should first be sub­ 
mitted to Judge Hilton for his decision, for 
which he received ^25,000 yearly. If he decided 
that a case must be settled it was settled, but if 
ho decided thsit it couhl be successfully fought 
in the courts it was carried to the courts. 
Picking out his favorite cases in this way, 
Judge Hilton won nearly all of them, and 
thus made his widespread reputation for win­ 
ning suits. 
I am told that Judge Hilton's hotel manager 
has ordered thirty-sevt^n miles of rope for the 
Grand Union howl and the Metropolitan and 
Park Place hot<.ds, of New York, which are 
owned by Hilton or the Stewart estate, in com­ 
pliance with the law I’equiring the keeping of 
rope in sleeping rooms for tlie use of guests. 
Judge Hilton tiiinks tliat the i)resonce of tht'se 
ropes in the rooms will lead a groat many cranks 
to use them for suicidal purposes. 
Ho thinks 
that before the year is out more cranks will 
have hanged tliemselves in hotels by the fire 
escape ropes than have ever been hanged before 
in a year, even on the gallows. 
But the hotel 
men ali seem to be ready to comply with the 
law, even if the expense is considerable. 
Speaking of cranks, I am told of a Troy man 
who has a cottage here and who is not gener­ 
ally considered a crank, but who makes his 
neighbors laugh by the habit ho has in the ear­ 
ly morning of opening an umbrella and walk­ 
ing out xmder the sliower scattered by the lawn 
sprinkler. 
He has been noticed at this per­ 
formance with great regularity. Someone asked 
him the other day why he did” it, and ho said 
that it had the same effect on his brain as when 
ho stood in the rain, and that he enjoyed it be­ 
cause it was cooling and invigorating.

X Tro pical Eden In the Midst o f the Co l­ 
o rado Desert. 
From the Ran Francisco Argonaut. 
In the middle of the Colorado desert there is 
a curious depression in the earth's surface, 
through which the Southern Pacific railroad 
runs. 
The lowest point is 2t50 feet below the 
sea-level, and hero is a great body of salt, more 
pure than any known to commerce, and in an 
abundance that may supply the world if all 
other resources should be exhausted. 
From a 
point on the road callcd Indio the deBcent is 
rapid to this placo of salt 
It was once an in­ 
land sea from which the waters have apparent­ 
ly passed away by emporation, leaving a salt 
deposit that resembles ico. 
Standing upon its 
margin, we look upon a perfectly level and 
white crust of salt, some thirty or forty miles in 
length and perhaps twenty in width. 
A tram ­ 
way iá laid ove!r the crust to a distance of more 
than a mile, over which a steam dummy and 
train of freght c.ars run to the mill where the 
salt is ground. 
Beyond the mill a smaller en­ 
gine pushes its smailer cars furtlier out upon 
the salt crust where the salt is gathered. 
The 
process of collecting is very simple. 
Kaborers 
provided each with a whoel])arrow, shovel and 
adz. go out upon the saltfield, pick the surface 
to tlie dejith of an inch or two, gather barrow 
loads, and wheel them to the cars. 
This salt 
crust varies in thickness; in some places it is 
but a few inches above the mud and water, and 
in some places nearly five feet in thiokneHS. 
Liverpool salt must lie kiln-died before being 
ground. 
Nature sends this to the mill so dry 
that it may be ground as fine as flour. 
At the 
mill it is bagged aud marked for shipment, and 
is ready for table or dairy use. 
This salt is 
per ceiit pure, and is placed upon the market as 
“New Liverpool.” 
It is undoubtfjdly the beat 
and purest salt in the m arket 
It is on the rising slope from this salt mine, 
some twenty miles away, and in the very heart 
of tlie great Colorado desert, that the Southern 
Pacific peoyjle have struck artesian water. 
At a 
depth of 4(50 feet a flow of 1,800 gallons an 
hour has been brought to the surface. The 
bore is being pushed downward for further de­ 
monstration. 
This discovery of artesian water 
has caused the location of about two townships 
of laud, which is of good soil, being covered 
with niesquite shrubbery and weeds. 
At the 
station, “In dio,w hero the company Inid found 
water for train use by pumping, there is a 
growth of popper, locust, cottonwood and palm 
trees all doing well and attaining great growth. 
Grapes, watermelons, tomatoes, rosris, ger.ani- 
ums and morning glories are there seen in 
ilotirishing condition. 
Grai)es and watermelons 
ripen in June. 
The gentlemen who have located this tropical 
Eden will experiment iu tho direction of trop­ 
ical productions. 
Alre.ady they talk of cotton, 
coffee and tob;icco. 
That it will produce better 
oranges than San P» ernardino or liiverside they 
do not doubt 
San Fraucisco is to receive from 
this 
paradise 
its 
early 
watermelons, 
its 
berries, 
and 
sweet 
potatoes. 
Only a few miles from tho line of the road is a 
grove of 1,000 dato palms, reaching a great 
height, and bearing the real but very small and 
inferior date. 
The footliills are skirhMl all 
along with these palm trees. 
In th( so moun­ 
tains. it i« said, are productive valleys, well 
supplied with Avater, but it sinks when it 
touches tlie level of the plain. 
This is a mar- 
veh)us aud wonderful land, and nothing caused 
the writor greater surprise than the soil and 
water discoveries constantly being made in 
these desert ])]acos. 
Places that are very inac­ 
cessible, that are imbedded in mountain canons 
and awaj"^ from civilization, are becoming the 
luxurioxis homes of industrious and enterpris­ 
ing people who have the nerve to go beyond the 
confines and boundaries of present “genteel” 
life. 
What a God’s blessing if would bo to the 
members of Henry George's auti-poverty party 
if some kind, powerful genii would clothe them 
all and then lift them up out of the city slums, 
tenement houses, politics, gin, idleness and 
crime, into these mountain and desert homes, 
where poverty is only known by those who are 
unable or unwilling to toil 


Southern Sea. 
The bow or nod with which we 
greet one another is merely a survival from ihe 
groveling on the ground customary among our 
primitive ancestors, and iu later times illus­ 
trated by tho demeanor of the Otaheitans to 
Captain 'Cook, or the Botokas to Dr. living- 
stone.

To such pronounced deTelopments of 
politeness as these it would, of course, be im­ 
possible as well as inconvenient for us to re­ 
turn.

The Sweet William. 
From the Prairie Fanner. 
Everybody who knows anything about flowers 
at all, knows the Sweet William. 
It belongn to 
the Dianthus or Pink family, the name being of 
Greek origin, and signifying the flower of Jove. 
This name is said by some to havo been be­ 
stowed on account of its beauty; by others for 
its fragrance. 
In old Gerard’s time it was much 
esteemed “for its beauty, to dcck up the bos­ 
oms of the beautiful, and garlands and crowns 
of pleasure.” Its flowering time is June aud 
July. 
It will in favorable positions assume tho 
chaVactor of a perenial, but does best in tho 
northern climate treated as a biennial, and 
raised from seed each year. 
These, if sown 
any time before say September, will make ex­ 
cellent plants by fall, and are Ulways hardier, 
and will stand the winter better before they 
have iio%vered at all thau afterward. There are 
endless shades of color, with both double aud 
single flowers. 
By careful 
selection some 
growers have secured remarkably fine “strain^i,” 
as they are called, which means tliat soed has 
been savetl only from tho finest, all others, or 
sucli as did not come up to the standard, being 
carefully weeded out before they could mix 
with the finer kinds: 
Those which are left to 
grow wild, while charmingly pretty, and of 
many ctdors, are as different from the selected 
as scrub cattle from thoroughbreds. 
Those

The oiMcial report on the Russian army lately 
published contains the following particulars: 
On the 1st of January , IMSG, there were 81Ì-1:,- 
705 men, including S,000 volunteers, in the 
active army . 
The reserve-amounted to 1,<}0G,815 in addi­ 
tion, thus making a total of '2, i2~>,577 soldiers 
whom liusrtia could bring into the field at need. 
In Germany the max imum of the reg ular army 
aud the Liindwehr combined is computed at 1,- 
80(.>,000 men. 
Moreover Kussia has at its dis­ 
posal 2,100,(M)0 militia liable to be culled upon 
in time of war to recruit the ranks of the reg ­ 
ular army . 
The number of y ouu" men annually liirijlo to 
the conscription is SaU.OGO, of whom about 
one-half are cx empt« d l)y lot. 
If the term of 
service were reduced from five to three y ears, 
the state would iu a short time be able to have 
4,000,000 reg ular troaps without having re­ 
course to the militia reserVes. 
The liuasian 
journals refer with jubilation to these prac­ 
tically inex haustible 
resources as compared 
with other countries.

There are 
two way s of viewing the ci’owd; en masse, as 
one hug e thiuf? with a distinct Individuality , 
movlnj; its separate m em bers'like the lim bs of a 
thon.sand tim es centipede: and as a coHection of 
individuals each one of whom is interestinjr in 
him or herself. Perhaps the q ueerest thinsr the 
crowd does cccurs between inniuits, wlien the 
outside is stray ry linfr in to bat, and the inside is 
stracffling to the nine positions in the field. At 
this time, and It usually consumes about two 
minute.s, there is no play ins: to watch, no um ­ 
pire to srowl at. unless indeed the um pire had 
done somethin<r badeuouijh to hold over, and 
the crowd rests from its toil. 
Someboily calls 
o u t: “ Stretch!” and obedient to the commiiKd 
every man in the live thousand spectators rises 
to his feet and y awns and ex tend.=i his arms, and 
unlim bers 
his 
leg s. 
The 
effect 
is 
comical 
and 
not 
infreq uently 
the 
crowd 
itself 
K(*es 
it 
and 
laug hs. 
In 
th at case a sing le “Ha! ha!” is heard away out 
at the furtlier end 
of the leading seats. It is 
taken un by some one a little nearer, then a half 
dozen chime in. and by the tim e it reaches the 
g rand-stand proper the noise has swelled to a 
roar, every body laug hs from the contag ion of 
the thing . When the fielders have arrived at 
their places there are alway s several officiously 
inclined portions to shout: "Sit down, ait down,” 
and the crowd obey s atraln. The effect of the 
sudden and g eneral coll.apse of five thousand 
people, as if a mig hty hand had been laid on 
them and flattened them. Is as comical as the 
rising was. Sim ilar effects occur at stag es in 
the g ame M’here ex citing play s are made or a t­ 
tem pted. Let a low fly be so knocked that it 
is doubtful whether the second baseman can 
g et it and thus prevent an incoming run from 
counting , or let a base runner start from first to 
steal .second; the neople in the front; seats all 
over 
the held rise and crane their necks, thus 
compelling those in the back seats to rise also 
and absolutely shutting otf all view to those in 
the topmost seats; aiul the fact is apparent all 
the tim e th at eve>y man of them could have 
seen just as well and g enerally ))etter from his 
sitting posture. Such little acts as these are 
more sig nificant of the craze attaching to base 
ball interest than is the presence of g reat crowds 
at the g ames day after day . For people g o to 
the theatre iu crowds also, but it is not a crax e 
w ith them ; even iu the m ost ex citing melo­ 
dram as it is but a small percentag e of the au­ 
dience that rises In ex citem ent and leans over 
the rail and howls its sentim ents and criticism. 
One of the most attractive advertlseini-nts 
th at has appeared all along the routes to this 
resort—I say attractive, becriu.se I have seen 
more men stop and look at it than at all the other 
boards put tog ether—is one that calls attention 
to the ex istence of one of the seashore beaches 
and to the best way of g etting to it. The ad­ 
vertisem ent was desig ned, apparently . to sug ­ 
g est the joy s of the resort. N earlv'the whole 
of the board Is covered with a nicely colored 
picture of a y oung woman in a bathing dress 
floating on the crest of an impossible wave. 
One of the oddest features of this picture Is 
that it was snisrg ested by a well-known painting 
by Kray , the German artist, whose pictures of 
the nude have already attracted favorable notice 
and bid fair to make him famous. It is q uite 
the fashion nowaday s, by the way , to put c othes 
on famous ideal fancies in the nude and use the 
picture thus made for an advertisem ent. For

Ex actly w hat 1 he a rtist’s idea was in making 
this ex traordinary com bination of tlie real, the 
fanciful and the absurd 1 never happened to 
hear, but the prudish makers of advertising 
cards have cloaked the nude bodies of the two 
fenialf>8 in a diaphanous veil, tulle apix irently , 
about half a piece y ard wide. It really conceals 
nothing , of course, but is supposed to cater to 
the proprieties. The orig inal picture of Krav, 
which has been sim ilarly distorted to make a 
card for the beach, was named “The Maid of the 
Wave.” It represented a y oung g irl, perfectly 
nude, riding a breaker, her arm s thrown back of 
her head, and the wave just ou the point of 
curling over and rolling her upon the shore. It

One of tho thing s noticeable in tho rise and 
prog ress of the wheel iu Washing ton is the 
g reat increase within two or three y ears of the 
number of woraon who ride tricy cles. 
A few 
y ears ag o Mrs. Belva Lockwood attracted much 
notice by appearing ou the streets 011 a bicy cle. 
She was tho first woman to try it. and her inde­ 
pendence, it is claimed, helped her considera­ 
bly in her canva.ss ag ainst Blaine and Cleveland 
for tlie presidency , althoug h she was not elect­ 
ed. 
The machino she used, thoug h it was a 
new pattern when sho boiig ht it, is old-fash- 
ioued now. 
The tiicy cle of the day is made 
with crank and pedals, aud a g i-aceful woman 
who rides properly seems to acq uire new g race 
upou it. 
Sitting erect, the movement is natur­ 
al and easy , and she g lides like a g oddess. After 
Mrs. Lockwood appeared on the street some 
othtr venturesome women trierl tho machine, 
and used to ride for pleasure, riding chiefly at 
nig ht. 
About 
four 
y ears 
ag o 
a 
uuuibor of ladies, who 
"were enthiisia.stic 
riders, banded tog ether in a club, w'irh several 
g entlemen, and every pleasant evening a long 
train of tricy cles, with tlicir twinkling lamps, 
could be seen sweeping along on some of the 
wide avenues of the city . 
Tiie woman’s tricy cle 
club was out 
Gradually , however, ladies be­ 
g an to appear sing ly on the street in broad day , 
and now a woman « in a tricy cle attracts no more 
attention than a woman fm a horse.

George replied: "A hole had been cut in the 
end of it and a bottle of Champagne and a gill of 
brandy poured in.

“ It would surprise vou, old man, to know how 
many methods of serving watermelons the gour­ 
mands have invented. Many prefer a plugged 
molon filled with claret, but for my part nothing 
equals a sherry melon. Good pale sherry—and 
It is.hard to get-should be boiled down to a l­ 
most a syrup and then allowed to cool. When it 
ha« reached the proper temperature, pour it into 
the melon, place the fruit in the ice box, and 
when you are ready take it out and eat. it. It 
more nearly approaches the nectar of the gods 
than any combination on earth. Then there is a 
sort of sherbet made of watermelon juice. I 
know of but one place in New York where you 
can get it. The meat of the melon is com­ 
pressed, the juice mixed with wine and the m ix­ 
ture placed in a fitezer until fine needles of ice 
be sin to form in it. Then it is served and 
nothing can equal it as a cooling decoction!” 
The rural brother was much impressed with 
the epicure's erudition on the subject of the 
water-melon. That evening at dinner he was 
still further astonished when the epicure or­ 
dered as an entree some watermelon fritters, 
and as a confection some candied watermelon! 
“ I should think the melon would melt while they 
are cooking it or putting tha't candy around it,” 
said the ruralist. 
‘That is a trick the French have taught us,” 
answered George. "They cover a piece of cold 
melon with a delicate batter and cook it so 
quickly that the fruit hasn’t time to be much 
affected with the heat. That is the way these 
fritters were made. Then they take a very cold 
piece of melon meat, immerse it in boiling 
sugar, remove it instantly, and you have the 
candied melon that you have eaten. 
They raise 
the finest watermelons in the south of France to 
be found in Europe—although they scarcely 
equal the melons we get from Georgia—and any 
cook from Southern France will tell you ail 
about preparing the fruit. In France they do 
not allow the waste of the best part of the 
melon, which is the outside. If the watermelon 
rinds that are thrown away during a season in 
this couutry could be gathered, instead of being 
allowed to go to waste and made into preserves, 
half the people in the United States who are un- 
al le to enjoy the luxury of preserves during the 
w nter would have at a, small cost all they could 
eat of the most delicious preserves known to the 
human palate. A little cheap sugar, some lemon 
pt el and a limited degree of skill in preparing 
the green portion of the watermelon is all that 
is required. Your country people go hungry for 
drlicacies that grow all about you. This is not 
only true with reference to melon preserves, but 
with regard to other articles. You wait impa­ 
tiently fora salad until your lettuce is grown, 
and all the while you have had at your com­ 
mand material, if properly prepared, for the 
finest salad known. I refer to the stalks of dan­ 
delion. You remember how we used to have to 
pull up out of the garden the abominable weed 
tha t we called ‘pusley.’ We have thrown away 
tens of it. and yet the most delicate salad I have 
ea.ten in New York was made of that same weed 
‘pnsley." 
The rural brother looked astonished, made 
minutes of the information that his epicurean 
k risman had given him and went home to tell 
the bovs how little they know about water­ 
melons and the "women folks” how limfted their 
knowledge is of cookery.

Second-rateness, combined with obtuseness 
to the fact—as wo think of the causes produc­ 
ing vulgarity of this definition, in the commun­ 
ity, do we not at once hit upon the second-rate 
newspaper? 
I think we cach know of a news­ 
paper whose influence is constantly vulgariz­ 
ing, because it is invariably on the side of the 
second-best as against the first-best in every­ 
thing. 
With its single second-chop aim at a 
huge subscription list, it is always on the safe 
side of hitting a low enough average apprecia­ 
tion, instead of any high and exceptional ap­ 
preciation. 
Its editorials are so plainly written 
down to a'supposed low grade of intelligence 
that even this low grade would seem certain to 
detect and resent it. Its very news is so dressed 
a^i to make sure, at all hazards, of suiting the 
most vulgar palate among its patrons. 
With its 
amplification of second-chop events by second- 
chop writers, its puffs of second-chop people 
and their books or other achievements, its hot 
advocacy of second-chop poifice-seekurs, with 
tlieir second chop political notions—what can it 
be but a vulgarizing influence? 
On the other hand, do wo not know of a jour­ 
nal whose whole tone—in editorials, in news 
and news comment, in political discussion, in 
1 terary review—is the tone of candid talk be­ 
tween gentlemen? 
It is plain in every lino that 
each writer is offering, not 
a second-best, 
supposed to be suited 
to 
a duller inrelli- 
t 
ence or inferior opportunities, but the best 
nowledge and opinion by him attainable. 
Any 
considerable acquaintance with its issues, more­ 
over, gives one a confidence that the writer un­ 
dertaking a special topic in its columns has 
some competency to speak upon it. 
In other 
words, it maintains the reputation with its 
readers of being a journal prepared by fii’s-tclass 
intelligence for first-class intelligence. 
We all feel that we must keep up with the 
news of the world. 
We insist on taking our 
“ fifty years of Europe” in daily, or at least 
weekly, installments. 
Is it not, now, a most 
strange and vulgar taste in us if we prefer—or 
even if we submit—to take this indispensable 
news through a medium perfectly r-ecoguized 
io be second rate in morals, manners and intel­ 
ligence, where there is a better to be had? 
The “ power of the press!” —w e'a re always 
eulogizing it as one of our boasted modern 
blessings. 
Yet in my own private judgment I 
take the liberty of thinking that the evil news­ 
paper aforementioned has done more harm in 
this country in the past dozen years than any 
ether one influence. 
In social aims, in political 
morals (or immorals), in general tone and at­ 
mosphere, it has done its worst, to vulgarize 
the country.

From the Cincinnati Enquirer. 
Dr. N. A Ellis, of the First regiment, in the 
course of a long talk with a reporter of this pa­ 
per at his oflice yesterday afternoon, spoke as 
follows in regard to the causes and conse­ 
quences of extreme heat on the human body: 
“ Yes, I have seen many cases of sunstroke 
during the score of years I have been a physi­ 
cian, and can recall some terrible scenes of 
coma, convulsions, and sudden death. 
The 
third week in July, 18 8 1, was a fearful time, 
and more than 5 00 people in this city died 
from the extreme hea t 
I attended some twenty 
cases during that spell, and of that number five 
died and two became permanently insane. 
“ The immediate cause of sunstroke is be­ 
lieved to be the interference with evaporation 
and radiation from the skin, so that the blood 
is overheated, and thus exerts an injurious and 
depressing effect upon the nerve centres. 
A 
moist atmosphere is worse than a dry one. 
Given a cloudy day, with the mercury at 9 0 
degrees and the air charged with a watery va­ 
por, and you will have three times as many 
cases as when the thermometer shows 100 de­ 
grees, together with a dry air and clear sky. 
One reason why there are more deaths from tile 
heat in New York than in Cincinnati is that in 
the former place there is a vast amount of in­ 
visible vapor always present in the air, owing 
to the nearness of the sea. 
Once, when I was a 
student there, just after the war, I saw a liack- 
man fall dead from his box—killed as quick as 
if a cannon ball had struck him, for he was dead 
by the time he touched the ground. 
It is a 
mistaken notion to think that sunstroke only 
occurs by day. 
I have seen many patients af­ 
fected by night, and once on the plains saw a 
number of soldiers taken after they had gone to 
their tents. 
“ The duration of the worst cases is from a 
few minutes to four or five hours. 
Whenever 
you see violent convulsions look out for trouble. 
It is a sign of dire import.” 
“ Would you move the patient to his home or a 
hospital, or treat him as near where he is taken 
as possible? ” 
“ Stick a pin right there and never forget it. 
I am glad you have asked the question. 
Great 
harm is done by loading a man into a hack or 
wagon and jolting- him off to some distant 
point. 
Take him into the first drug store or 
doctor’s oflice and work with him until lie be­ 
gins to revive. 
It will pay you big. 
If ho dies 
it will not be your fa ult.” 
“ How high "may the temperature run in a fa ­ 
tal case? ” 
“ Well, now, you are speaking to me of what 
is a mystery. 
In three or four eases I have 
seen it go up to 1 1 2 °. 
Why 1 know not. 
As 1 
have already said, the form of the stroke is 
spent upon * the nerve centers. 
Post-mortem 
appearances are fluidity of the blood, conges­ 
tion of the brain and lungs, aud sometimes 
dilatation of the right side of the heart. 
There 
is not an insane asylum in the country but that 
has many cases from sunstroke, and the pen­ 
sion rolls at Washington speak of the same 
thing, and yet why loss of reason should come 
in that way is a wonder to me. 
The most care­ 
ful dissection and microscopical examination 
of the human brain very often are unable to 
detect the slightest change in the brain struc- 
iurr. 
Heat and dryness of the skin, marked 
debility, a sense of exhaustion, thirst, nausea 
and vertigo are the usual symptoms. 
Very 
frequently there is a pain in the head and a sense 
of fulness and oppression in the region of the 
stomach. 
“ Now, right here it is of the utmost impor­ 
tance that we point out the fact that there are 
two distinct types of sunstroke. 
In the first the 
patient lies in an unnatural sleep, and cannot be 
aroused. 
His face is pale, extremities cold, 
pulse weak, fluttering, or scarcely perceptible. 
The vital powers are prostrated, the forces car­ 
rying on the circulation giving way, and death 
may soon take place by syncope. 
Bo quick. 
There is no time to lose. 
Give him a table- 
spoonful of good brandy, and repeat the dose 
every fifteen minutes until there is an improve­ 
ment iu the pulse. 
Apply a mustard plaster 
the whole extent of the spine, and friction and 
artificial heat to the extremities. 
Keep this up, 
and you will soon see your labors rewarded by 
signs of returning consciousness. 
“ Passing directly on, wo come to this class: 
You are called to see a man who has 
fallen 
either at his work or as ho is walking or riding 
in the street. 
He lies in a comatose state. 
His 
face is flushed; the veins stand out like blue 
cords on the forehead; his body is hot all over; 
his pulse is slow and strong, and like a metal 
rod beneath your touch; his breathing is noisy 
and labored, and looking at the muscles of ex­ 
pression you may detect paralysis. 
It is a case 
of pure apoplexy—the brain is overheated with 
blood. 
“ Now what is to bo done? 
The issues of life 
and death are in your hands. 
You have sent 
for the doctor, but lie may not be h* re for some 
time. 
You must act yourself, and that at once. 
Strip the clothes from the patient, then turn a 
shower of ice water upon his person. 
He will 
writhe and groan in great distress, but you 
must not be afraid of the cold douche. 
Apply 
ice to the head; pound it up in small pieces, 
and make an ice cap, so that every part gets its 
share of attention. 
Rub the spine with a chunk 
of ice, and slap the soles of his feet aud the 
palms of his hand with a shingle. 
If convul­ 
sions come ort and the muscles become rigid, 
apply a liniment made of chloroform aud ether. 
But do not, if you would save the man’s life, 
give him a drop of liquor!”

While theologians and sentimentalists con­ 
tinue to oppose sincerely felt but inadequate 
objections to cremation, and while various na­ 
tions continue to refuse it the sanction of law, 
it is to be noted that this method of sepulture 
is everywhere making steady, and iu some 
places, rapid progress. 
For obvious reasons— 
and mainly because our population is not yet 
dense enough to make the sanitary need deeply 
felt—the development of the cremation idea is 
less marked in this country than in Europe, 
though its increasing growth here is not to be 
denied. 
A new crematory has just received its 
first practical test in Cincinnati, and several 
times within recent mouths the public prints 
have contained mention of the projection of 
new furnaces or the freo employment of those 
already established. 
In Europe, on the other 
hand, ’ incineration 
appears to 
be every­ 
where spreading. 
Italy, 
Germany, 
Austria, 
France, 
Spain, 
England, 
Belgium, 
Hol­ 
land, Denmark, Sweden, 
and 
Switzerland, 
all 
have 
flourishing 
societies 
organized 
for this purpose: all report the rapid increase 
of incineration in public favor, the uprising of 
new crematories in various cities, and a close 
scientific investigation into methods of techni­ 
cal procedure. 
Iu some of those countries, in­ 
d e e d , as in Italy and Holland, the societies are 
so numerous that they have formed national 
unions, and frequently meet in congresses. 
In 
Italy more than 8 00 bodies have boon thus far 
reduced to ashes, over 200 of them last year, 
though cremation is not yet legal there. 
Nor 
has the English parliament given its sa ncion to 
this reform. 
The cremationists there have, 
however, successfully established their tight by 
applying to the courts, and it was recently an­ 
nounced that as a result more than sixty crema­ 
tions have been made in one parish near Lon­ 
don. 
The deep conviction of a pressing need is 
to be noted in the rapid acceptance of a method 
of disposal of the dead that undeniably at the 
first seems to do violence to the tenderest mem­ 
ories of our departed loved ones. 
The need is 
not greatly felt iu this couutry, and under any 
circumstances the poetry of the grass-grown 
and flower-embowered grave will be long in 
yielding. 
But the cremation societies are doing 
a good work for the living, and whatever may 
bo thought of the advisability under normal 
conditions of the practice recommended by 
them, it may be worth while to consider if they 
do not point to the wise and prudent disposal of 
the dead who fall victims to some destructive 
epidemic. _________________________
